The inheritor and organiser of a great 
industry, Lord Iveagh, even in these days 
of multi-millionaires, was one of the 
world’s richest men; and, like many other 
rich men, he devoted his wealth lavishly 
to public purposes. Dublin, however, will 
bear him in grateful memory not only for 


the amount of his benefactions, but also— 


chiefly—for their special 

for the spirit which 
informed them. He was no careless dis- 
tributor of bounty from an illimitable 
purse. In all his gifts he strove, with an 
unceasing consciousness of his opportunity 
and responsibility, to serve the public 
welfare and the public need. Above all 
things, Lord Iveagh, though he had large 
interests in England, was, from first to 
last, a good citizen of Dublin. His father 
had been Lord Mayor, and he accepted the 
tradition of civic service as a legacy. He 
studied the city’s problems of poverty, its 
housing question, its urgent need of open 
spaces in the slum areas; and every gift 
was a contribution to a considered policy 
of reform. Lord Iveagh was a “ town- 
planner’’ long before that word entered 
the vocabulary of municipal science. When 
we review the catalogue of his boons we 
quickly that nothing

The Glozel “ Finds.’’ 


The learned world in France is agitated 
over the precise significance of the 
“finds” at Glozel. Four years ago a 
peasant at Glozel, in the Auvergne district, 
discovered in his field the remains of a 
brick wall. A local medical practitioner 
was called into consultation and diagnosed 
the ““find ” as a prehistoric tomb of the 
Neolithic Age. Many bricks and vases 
were revealed on fyrther examination, 
inscribed apparently with written 
characters. -Intérest in the Glozel bricks 
became world-wide when an _ eminent 
authority attested—and was supported by 
some of the most competent paleologists 
in Furope—that these characters consti- 
tuted a neolithic alphabet, proving that 
mankind had known how to read and write 
at a much earlier period than was sup- 
posed. This theory held its ground for a 
year until M. Camille Julian the 
historian of Roman Gaul, asserted boldly 
that the Glozel tomb dated, not from the 
later Stone Age, but from the time of the 
Roman Empire, and that the inscriptions, 
which he claimed to have deciphered, were 
magic charms written by a local sorcerer 
at the period of Roman civilisation in 
Gaul. The prehistoric school of thought 
ridiculed this explanation as fantastic, 
and an acute controversy was in progress 
when a _ startling explanation of the 
mystery was put forward by Professor 
Dussaud, of the Institute of France. The 
professor contended that the Glozel bricks 
simply are remains of blast-furnaces, 
dating from the sixteenth or seventeenth 
century A.D. As for the writings. they 
were inscribed no earlier than 1923 by 
the medica] archeologist and his peasant 
accomplice. The affair is being debated 
by learned societies with the utmost 
vehemence. Not only learned, but un- 
learned, France has been divided into two 
hostile camps—Glozelists and wanti- 
Glozelists. The most violent partisanship 
for the rival theorists is displayed by 
persons who are least competent to pro- 
nounce an opinion on any historica] or 
archeological question. Socialist journals

The controversy has aroused so much feel- 
ing that the French Government has been 
forced to appoint a committee of "'con- 
ciliation and inquiry.’

Superficially 
it may seem that periods of revolution 
and change are fatal to pomp and circum- 
stance. The excessive ceremony and dis- 
tinctions of rank. in France under the old 
régime were notorious; yet Madame de 
Genlis, returning soon after the Reign 
of Terror, which was supposed to have 
swept away every trace of them, was 
struck chiefly by the “chilly formality ” 

and stringent code of etiquette. A writer 
in The Nineteenth Century and After 
remarks that men, left to themselves, run 
to ceremonial as assuredly as water to its 
own level. Until the human race becomes 
completely rational and passionless display 
always will be popular and the plea for 
mere efficiency will be frustrated. The 
imaginative faculty must be gratified, and 
even in times of industrial depression 
Londoners hold that they get their

SERBIAN FRONTIER 
OUTRAGE.

From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


BELGRADE, Friday. 

Fresh crimes are reported from Southern 
Serbia. According to information received 
here this morning at the Ministry of the 
Interior, several bands of comitadjis 
attacked the frontier village of Klissura 
with hand grenades last night. About 
twenty bombs were thrown at the Customs 
stations and the police station and the 
post office. The buildings were damaged. 

The police, supported by the villagers, 
organised a defence until reinforcements 
arrived. 

Flying squadrons have met with a strong 
band of comitadjis at Skotchivir, near the 
Albanian frontier. In a fight which took 
place the police succeeded in dispersing 
the band, and forced them to retreat. 
Reinforcements were immediately sent 
from Bitolj.

BULGARIA'S REGRET. 

With reference to the somewhat tense 
situation that has arisen between Serbia and 
Bulgaria, owing, firstly, to the incursion of 
Bulgarian raiders across the frontier, and, 
secondly, to the shooting of a Serbian 
General by Bulgarians while he was in 
conversation with a priest, the Bulgarian 
Minister in Belgrade called at the Serbian 
Foreign Office and expressed the regret of 
his Government at these happenings.

GENERAL SMUTS REPLIES 
TO GENERAL HERTZOG, 


From Revurer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BLOEMFONTEIN, Friday. 

General Smuts, referring to-day to 
General Hertzog's utterance here on Tues- 
day last, in which he bitterly attacked 
General Smuts on the flag issue, declared 
that he regretted the abdication of states- 
manship at one of the most critical periods 
in the country’s history. 

He pointed out that not only South 
Africa was concerned in the question of 
Dominion status. 
‘Rhodesia, and elsewhere people were help- 
ing along the ship of State; and South 
Africa, alone of the Dominions, was 
wallowing in racialism and narrow fanati- 
cism, which was tearing the country to 
pieces. 

Apparently, he declared, the country 
was in for a bad time, with tempers rising 
to a dangerous pitch. The Government 
was throwing statesmanship to the winds, 
it refused to budge an inch in regard to 
the flag question, and gave no heed to the 
Opposition’s plea for a flag by agreement: 

Still the South African Party was a 
patriotic party. They did not mind the 
Government being in a mess, but wanted 
to help the country. Therefore, in the 
forthcoming session of Parliament they 
would see whether the country could still 
be saved from the impassé ipto which the 
Government had led it, 


THE DEVELOPMENT OF 
FLEETWOOD.

RAILWAY COMPANY TO 
SPEND £100,000. 


"At the jubilee anniversary of the open- 
ing of the Wyre Dock, Fleetwood, yester- 
day, Sir Josiah Stamp, President of the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway, 
said that the company intended to submit 
to local trawler owners and fish merchants 
a scheme for the extension of the fish 
market by increasing the berthage space 
by fifty per cent., putting another storey 
on the stage and making more sidings. The 
scheme, which would cost £100,000, was 
necessary through the growth of the port 
as a fishing centre. 

Sir Josiah Stamp gave details of other 
developments at Fleetwood. The dredger 
berths to be vacated through the impend- 
ing transfer of the Belfast mail boat ser- 
vice to Heysham would provide facilities 
for the general cargo trade by suitable 
vessels. The railway company would en- 
courage any accession of business in that 
direction, and would appreciate the assist- 
ance of traders and shipping interests to 
that end. Various local industries could 
assist, and the results would be of more 
benefit to the port than the Fleetwood- 
Belfast service, which mainly dealt with 
thaough traffic.

NO TURNOVER LEVY ON 
COURSE BETTING. 


Giving further particulars of the alterna- 
tive betting tax proposed by Mr. James 
McLean, the Glasgow bookmaker, Mr. James 
Sutters, a director of the Victoria Club, told 
a Press representative yesterday that it 
should be clearly understood that the pro- 
posal did not include a tax on turnover for 
course bookmakers in Tattersalls.

We learn with deep regret that the 
Earl of Iveagh, K.P., G.C.V.O., died 
yesterday morning at his London resi- 
dence, 5 Grosvenor place, in his eightieth 
year. Lord Iveagh had visited Dublin 
and Ashferd, County Galway, recently, 
and only a fortnight ago he returned to 
London, Apparently he then was in good 
health. Within the past few days he 
developed a slight cough, but in view of 
his general vigour no great importance 
was attached to it. 

Lord veagh’s two sons—Viscount 
Elveden, who succeeds to the earldom, 
and the Right Hon. Walter Edward 
Guinness, British Minister for Agricul- 
ture—heard of their father’s death at the 
meeting of the Conservative -Party Con- 
ference at Cardiff yesterday, and left 
immediately for London. The members 
of the Conference rose and stood for some 
minutes when the news was announced, 
and the Chairman (Sir Robert Sanders) 
spoke of the loss of “a very old friend 
and supporter of the Conservative cause.”’ 

Lord Iveagh’s funeral will take place 
at Elveden, Suffolk, at three o'clock on 
the afternoon of Wednesday next. It will 
be strictly private. At the same hour 
Memorial Services will be held in London 
and in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin. 


WEALTH AND BENEFICENCE. 


The Ear! of Iveagh, says the Star, “ was 
regarded as the second wealthiest man in 
England, coming next to Sir John Eller- 
man. In 1895 his wealth was estimated 
at ten millions sterling, and to-day it is 
put at twenty millions. His gifts to 
charity were many and large, and London 
has special reason to be grateful to his 
memory. 

“When the Ken Wood Preservation 
Council were able to purchase 130 acres of 
the Jand at Hampstead, but could go no 
further, Lord Iveagh bought the remain- 
ing 75 acres of Ken Wood with the house. 
Sir Herbert Nield, K.C., Chairman of 
Middlesex Sessions, announced last year 
that at the expiration of ten years this 
house and grounds would become public 
property and be added to Ken Wood. It 
was stated at the County Hall yesterdav 
that it was understood at the time when 
this portion of Ken Wood became the 
property of Lord Iveagh that it would 
remain in his hands for ten years, or antil 
the time of his death, if the latter 
happened first. It was then to revert to the 
@entrol of the London County Council.’’ 

The Evening Standard was informed 
yesterday that the point was not cleared 
up by any definite statement during the 
late earl’s lifetime, and that it remains 
in doubt until the will is disclosed. 


MILLIONS GIVEN AWAY. 


Lord Iveagh gave away millions for 
public and charitable purposes. Among 
his benefactions were the following :— 

Four separate donations of £250,000 each 
to the Guinness Trust for the improvement 
of houses in London, for the rebuilding of 
slums in Dublin. for scientific research, 
and for the Jenner Institute of Medicirie. 

£20,000 for the decoration of the Royal 
Gallery in the House of Lords. 

In 1911 his gifts included £50,000 for 


Irish hospitals. 
AT ELVEDEN. 


In his early days Lord Iveagh lived con- 
tinuously in Dublin. In latter years, 
however, he spent more of his time at 
Elveden' Hall, which he bought from the 
trustees of the late Maharajay Duleep 
Singh, and for many years he has annually 
entertained the King for several days’ 
shooting during the month of November. 

Of Elveden Lord Iveagh had made 
probably the finest sporting estate in the 
Eastern Counties. All the shooting butts 
were connected by telephone, so that it was 
easy to move to where sport was best, 
There was a travelling kitchen from which 
hot lunch could be given, and a handsomely 
furnished marquee was usually put up for 
the occasion. 

Lord Iveagh had a peculiar habit of 
never wearing a hat when out shooting, 
and the story is told, says the Evening 
News, that on one occasion a royal guest 
was so surprised at seeing his host hatless 
in a downpour of rain that he twisted up 
a handkerchief and placed it on Lord 
Iveagh’s head.

YHANNEL SWUM AFTER 
SEVEN ATTEMPTS. 


The Daily Express states that Miss Mer- 
cedes Gleitze, the London typist, who entered 
the water at Cap Grisnez at 2.55 yesterday 
morning, reached the English shore at a 
lonely spot between St. Margaret’s Bay and 
the South Foreland, at 6.10 last evening, 
having swum the Channel in 15 hours 15 
minutes. 

A Press Association message issued at nine 
o’clock last night said that up to that hour 
no news had been received at Folkestone of 
Miss Gleitze, the young. Westminster typist, 
who started to swim the Channel from Cape 
Grisnez at 2.55 yesterday. morning, except 
the message conveyed by carrier pigeon yes- 
terday afternoon. This stated that at seven 
a.m. the swimmer, who was making her 
eighth attempt and the second within forty- 
eight hours, was five and a half miles from 
the French shore. 

The pigeon took six hours to make the 
journey, owing to the fog, which last evening 
had increased in density, completely blotting 
out the Channel and making navigation ex- 
tremely difficult. 

Folkestone fishermen said that they saw 
Miss Gleitze yesterday morning drifting in an 
easterly direction. She was accompanied by 
a motor fishing boat. 


THE DERRY FATAL 
FIRE. 


SPECIAL COMMITTEE’S 
REPORT. 


- 


The interim report of the special committee 
appointed by the Londonderry Corporation to 
inquire into the circumstances of the Butcher 
street fire disaster was issued to-night. 

They state that some of the facts brought 
to their knowledge coerced them to submit 
to the Council for immediate consideration 
the following matters :— 

1—(a) the existing system of two fire 
stations; (b) the housing of the personnel of 
the Brigade; (c) the strength of the Brigade ; 
(d) all matters pertaining, or in any way re- 
lating to work, equipment and ¢fficiency of 
the Fire Brigade. Although the foregoing 
matters are possibly pone ars the terms of 
reference, we recommend that a special com- 
mittee should be appointed to inquire into, 
and report on, same. 

2—In the meantime, and p&iding the pro- 
vision of a continuous supply of water in the 
city mains, we recommend that a turncock, 
fully conversant with the location of all water 
mains, valves and hydrants, be transferred to 
the strength of the Brigade from the Water 
Department, this recommendation not to in- 
terfere with the existing system requiring the 
attendance of ordinary turncocks in Fesponsey 
to a fire call. 

5—That the regular and systematic in- 
spection and overhaul of ail hydrants be 
carried out. 

4—That the present reel and plug hydrants 
be immediately replaced by valve hydrants.

“I am bound to give Mr. Cosgrave and 
his followers credit for an exhibition of 
physical and moral courage in the face of 
personal risks and dangers which might 
weaken the fibre of even more experienced 
men,”’ F 

This was the solitary compliment paid 
to the Irish Free State by the Right Hon. 
H. M. Pollock, M.P., Minister of Finance 
for Northern Ireland, in a speech which 
he delivered to-night at a meeting of the 
Duncairn Unionist Association. 

He announced that, having been afforded 
very valuable lessons on the subject of the 
fatuity of proportional representation, the 
Northern Government proposed to return 
as soon as convenient to the direct vote. 
Proportional representation was a system 
which a large percentage of the people did 
not understand, which had not been 
successful in any country, and which had 
produced chaotic conditions in the South. 
The recent elections in the Free State had 
shown that there were smouldering fires of 
trouble in the South which boded no good 
for Ulster. 


A MENACE TO ULSTER. 

“The numbers of these elements of 
revolution,’’ continued Mr. Pollock, “' as 
shown by the figures of the election, are 
not by any means small, and from the 
threats which they utter it would appear 
that they only await a favourable oppor- 
tunity to work us serious harm in Ulster. 
Their leader, Mr. de Valera, has stated as 
a central feature of his policy that Ulster 
Unionists must be blasted out of his path, 
because they stand as a rock blocking the 
road to his personal ambitions. 

‘* But we can afford to disregard these 
vapourings of a man who has been de- 
scribed as an ‘empty windbag’ if we 
are only true to our country and our- 
selves, and realise that our strength, our 
security, our very existence as a State all 
depend upon our unity of aim and pur- 
pose. Internal dissension is always a 
more potent disintegrating force than ex- 
ternal attack, and, while our Government 
is quite prepared to meet any emergency 
from outside, it must rely upon the sup- 
port of all the loyal men and women in 
the community.” 

A small minority of Socialists or Com- 
munists, he said, were capable of causing 
trouble and inconvenience. He did not 
suggest that their Ulster Socialists were 
bloodthirsty in their aims, but he was 
convinced that their teaching was inimical 
to the welfare of their people, and it 
should be the aim of that and kindred 
Unionist Associations to counteract its 
activities. 


PROHIBITION IMPOSSIBLE 
COUNTIES. 

Referring to the manifesto issued by 
the Protestant Churches’ Temperance Com- 
mittee, calling for local option, he said 
that those gentlemen painted a _ lurid 
picture of conditions in Ulster, which was 
a mere travesty of the province. If they 
had had any concern for the welfare of 
the provinces, they would have hesitated 
to publish such a libel. Ulster could 
claim a standard of sobriety higher than 
most countries in the world, and certainly 
much higher than part of the three king- 
doms. The Government had sufficient 
evidence to show that the people of 
Ulster, as a whole, would vote against pro- 
hibition. 

The geographical situation of Ulster does 
not lend itself to local option and its 
obvious corollary, prohibition. The pro- 
vince was too small to be cut out into 
local areas. The ludicrous consequences 
in Glasgow of one side of a street voting 
dry whilst the other side was lined 
with public-houses could not be repro- 
duced in Belfast without disaster. 


GOLDEN CHANCE FOR FREE STATE 
SMUGGLERS. 
“Prohibition by referendum of the 
whole province is logical,’ said Mr. 
Pollock; “but here again our long 
frontier line, and our almost equally long 
exposed coast, would render protection 
against wholesale ‘bootlegging’ by two 
countries, Scotland and the Free State, 
both large producers of alcohol, a physical 

impossibility. 

“ But, apart from these physical diffi- 
culties, the Government have sufficient 
evidence to satisfy them that the people 
of Ulster as a whole would vote against 
a scheme of prohibition, and, therefore, 
to attempt any proposal of this kind, 
even if it were possible on other grounds, 
would arouse passions and turmoil when 
we badly need a continuance of peace 
and freedom from disturbing elements.”

CONSERVATIVE PARTY’S 
DECISION,

The condition of British industry was 
the first subject to claim the attention, 
during the busy morning session, of the 
Conservative Party’s Conference, yester- 
day, at Cardiff. 

“ We are grateful to the Government 
for the relief they have afforded certain in- 
dustries by safeguarding duties, but we 
ask for more,’’ said the Earl of Castle- 
stewart, moving a resolution asking the 
Government to simplify the present pro- 
cedure by which applications under the 
Safeguarding of Industries Act could be 
made. 

Out of forty-one industries which had 
made application for safeguarding twenty- 
five, he said, were denied it by the Board 
of Trade, nine applications were rejected 
by committees of inquiry, and only seven 
survived the inquisition successfully. The 
Prime Minister, in his election address, 
after warning a general tariff off the turf, 
laid down three conditions for safeguard- 
ing. He said that they were: Employ- 
ment, the efficiency of the industry, and 
unfair competition. But when an appli- 
cant in the industry comes to run the 
course there were no fewer than six fences 
erected by the Board of Trade, and there 
was the same number of fences, with a 
seventh added when an industry came be- 
fore-a committee of inquiry. He sug- 
gested an inquiry into the fiscal policy 
before the next general election. 


FOREIGN COMPETITION. ' 

Mr. Reginald Clarry, M.P. for Newport, 
Mon., said that the one thought of people 
in the coal, iron and steel industries was 
unemployment and how to get through the 
winter, and whether more works and 
collieries would be closed. Seventy per 
cent. of the consumption of certain classes 
of steel in Great Britain was of foreign 
make. A large number of works have be- 
come mere warehouses for the distribution 
of foreign products. Yet at one time 
Britain supplied the world. 

The world consumption of steel was con- 
siderably greater than it was in 1913. He 
suggested that it was the duty of the 
Government to find remedies for unem- 
ployment, to reduce taxation, and help in- 
dustry. An American steel manufacturer 
was asked recently what capital value he 
placed on the British steel worker going 
to America. “That man,” the manufac- 
turer replied, “is worth ten thousand 
pounds capital value to America.” 

While the steel works in South Wales 
were idle, British ports were unloading 
German steel. Safeguarding now was 4 
dire necessity. (Cheers) While seconding 
the Earl of Castelstewart’s motion, he also 
moved a resolution urging the Government 
to take immediate steps to safeguard the 
steel industry. 

Mr. J. F. Seaman (Pudsey and Otley) 
said: “ The most profitable industry to-day 


.is shipping second-hand machinery to the

The questions 
were :—(1) Is Lord Rothermere a sup- 
porter of the Unionist Party with me as 
leader?

Lord Rothermere says, in the course of 
his statement :—It is a matter of com- 
plete indifference to me who is the Prime 
Minister of this country. All I am con- 
cerned with is whether the country is 
being governed in the interests of the 
nation. 

Mr. Baldwin’s immediate controversy 
with me is about the “ flappers’ vote.’’ 
Frankly, I regard this measure as, per- 
haps, the greatest leap in the dark that 
an English Administration has ever made. 
Inquiries which I have caused to be made 
throughout the country among the young 
women whom the Government’s proposal 
would suddenly enfranchise — from 
waitresses in London teashops to fisher 
girls at Wick—show that, among those 
who take any interest in the vote, some- 
thing over seventy per cent. will vote 
Socialist. Votes for flappers, in my de- 
liberate opinion, makes victory for the 
Socialists an absolute certainty at the 
next election. 

Mr. Baldwin’s challenge gives me the 
opportunity to ask him three questions .in 
return :—(1) From. a. thousand platforms 
and in his election address Mr. Baldwin’s 
Government promised searching and rigid 
economy. In the King’s Speech it was 
even stated that our industrial and com- 
mercial prosperity ‘could not be regained 
without such economy. Why has this 
pledge not been kept? 

(2) In his election address Mr. Baldwin 


| promised to restore the prosperity of agri- 


culture. A. Conservative Government, of 
which he is the head, has already specifi- 
cally undertaken to impose a duty on malt- 
ing barley. Why has this pledge not been 
kept? 

(3) As Mr. Baldwin knows, the failure 
to carry out the promise to compensate 
the Southern Irish loyalists was one of 
the matters which largely led to the down- 
fall of Mr. Lloyd George’s Coalition 
Government, and eventually to Mr. 
Baldwin's Premiership. Why has this oft- 
repeated pledge not been kept?

HOW MEXICANS WATCHED 
A BRAVE MAN DIE,

squads of rebel, military officers and other 
supporters of the movement against the re- 
election of General Obregon, is. apparently 
Spreading rapidly: It has now extended to 
thirteen States. Reports reaching the 
Herald newspaper at Nogales, Arizona, tell 
of outbreaks for the first time in Chihuahua 
always a turbulent territory in time of civil 
strife—in Coahuila, San Luis, Potosi, and 
Durango. 

Alfonso de la Huerta, brother of Adolfo de 
la Huerta, at one time Provisional President 
of Mexico, was captured vesterday near 
Imurez by a company of Federal soldiers. 
With Huerta were General Baron Medina and 
eight Yaqui Indians. The Indians fled. but 
the officers are said to have resisted capture. 
Both were shot, and the body of Huerta was 
later exhibited in the Plaza of N rales, in 
Sonora, as a warning to others. 

A GALA EXECUTION. 

According to a Mexico City newsnaper. 1! 
military authorities have executed two me» 
generals and a colonel for activities in the 
rebellion of 1923. 

Strange scenes marked the execution of 
General Alfredo Rueda Quijano, who died so 
courageously as to excite the admiration even 
of the soldiers who shot him. At 11 a.m. 
the garrison of 500 was paraded, and he was 
marched out for execution. The galleries of 
the priscn were filled with spectators, mens 
of them women, and the courtvard was 
crowded, except for a small: space at one 
side. Ice cream and sweetmeat vendors 
moved through the crowd crying their wares. 

Marching with cheerful mien in the midst 
of the guard, Quijano waved to his friends. 
and, recognising.a group of American news 
trough, called ‘‘ Goodbye’ to them in 
English. i 

Twice when the firing squad took up their 
positions he courageously asked: them to 
come nearer. He was asked if he wanted 
to be blindfolded. He waved it aside. 
‘ Bueno,”’ said the officer, and stepped back. 

The general waved his sword three times 
and the soldiers fired. Quijano fell with 
several bullets in his chest. He was still 
alive, but unconscious. <A sergeant with his 
rifle barrel an inch from Quijano’s head 
finished the execution. 

The band struck up a lively air, the sol- 
diers were marched past the fallen man, the 
courtyard was cleared and the spectacle was 
over.

THE GAMBLING MANIA, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IKISIL TIMES. 

Sir,—The article which appeared in your 
issue of Thursday last on the Betting Act and 
the development of the ‘‘ saloon ” system in 
Dublin draws attention to a grave and grow- 
ing evil in the social life of our country. Mr. 
slythe and other members of the Government, 
when they put through the betting Act oi 
1926, cannot have foreseen any more than 
the rest of us the portentous growth oi 
betting under their system of licence to book- 
makers, whose premises at the present rate 
of expansion may soon rival pubhe-houses in 
prevalence. Nor can the Government have 
foreseen the uses to which these premises 
would be put. They are called “offices,” 
but they are, in fact, ‘‘ saloons.” Your 
reporter is guite right when he describes them 
as frequented in many cases by a crowd of 
persons who congregate in and around the 
premises, betting on. race after race. 

bor the most part these persons belong to 
the humbler ranks of society. It is particu- 
larly painful to see young lads and girls 
among them. Their manual of devotion 1s 
the racing edition of the evening paper. What 
they are doing is not betting out of their 
superabundance—or having a “' flutter “—but 
steady gambling, often out of their poverty 
into a deeper poverty. The demoralising 
effect of this system of gambling, made 
respectable by Government licence, can hardly 
be exaggerated. It means the corruption ol 
great numbers of the youth of Ireland. If the 
thing goes on, we are going to have a large 
increase in the number of thriftless gamesters 
amongst us; work-shy, and with hardly a 
thougat in their minds but how to get money 
without working for it. Reformers talk 
about the evils of the drinking saloon, but 
the menace of the licensed betting saloon is 
even now far more serious. Its net is flung 
wider, and it damages its votaries more pro- 
foundly. 

What is our Government going to do about 
it? The Act licensing bookmakers is theirs, 
and they are responsible for its Consequences. 
We do not blame them tor wanting to get 
tax money out of betting as they do ont oi 
especially with the Engitsh

before they get worse, and the evil becomes 
so widespread and entrenched—a_ portentous 
vested interest—as to require heroic and 
probably costly measures to deal with it.

Sin,—You were good enough lately to let 
me bring certain suggestions jor the bettering 
of our country belore your readers. W ill you 
allow me to make another, which I hope you 
will agree is of considerable importance it 
is that some method should be devised by 
which the stamp of public approval and public 
honour. should be put upon those who have 
distinguished themselves by their skill, their 
knowledge, their emiinence in the various 
walks of life, or the services which they have 
rendered to mankind in general or to their 
own land in particular. This is done in most 
civilised countries with the happiest results. 
It is done very largely in England; it 1s done 
to some extent in many of her Dominions; it 
was done in the Free State until the changes 
brought by recent years, and who can estimate 
the incentive which it gave to countless men 
to attain excellence in their professions or to 
display public spirit’ . When a medical man 
or an engineer or a lawyer or a captain of 
industry was acknowledged, by! those com- 
petent ‘to, judge, to surpass his fellows, he 
received a bal ththood or a baronetcy or even 
a peerage, ond it was the high ambition of 
every young man of brains and energy to 
obtain such a coveted distinction. Such a 
stimulus must react beneficially on the com- 
munity, and the country would feel that in 
honouring such men it was honouring itsell ; 
for it was proving to the world that it had 
sons worthy of its pride and gratitude and 
was not unmindful of them. ae 

It is not suggested that such recognition 
should take the form of admission to the 
legislature, as yeerage in the United 
Kingdom does; still less, that it should be 
payment for large contributions to the funds 
of political parties—an abuse which, it may 
be he , is now a thing of the past in 
England.

ferred by the universities meet the want in 
some, but only a small, measure. 

The Governor-General of the Free State, as 
the King’s representative, has, presumably, 
the power to create Knights, perhaps other 
Orders, but that power is now dormant, and 
my proposal is that it should be revived and 
even enlarged. Perhaps, I may suggest that 
a small representative board, delegated ad hoc 
by such bodies as the universities, the Royal 
Irish Siem: the Royal Dublin Society and 
the vamous Chambers of Comme: should 
be entrusted with the task of advising the 
Governor-Genera! as to fit and proper persons 
on whom such honours might be conferred: 
but that is a question of method, not of 
principle. 

It may be said that people should do thei 
best, not that they may obtain honour thereby, 
but because it is the right thing to do. This 
is an excellent sentiment, and true it is that 
virtue is its own reward: but we must take 
human nature as Is, and undoubtedly the 
hope of winning a prize does bring out the 
energies of all, whether it be the child at 
school, the competitor on the links or the 
tennis eourt, or the professional man in his 
vocation. When all are put on a dead level 
the result will be a dull mediocrity. We all 
like a pat on the back, and the man who is 
conscious of exceptional powers and knows 
that, if he uses them well, his country will 
delight to honour him, will surely be e: 
couraged to do his best. “Tame.” said 
wise Milton, ‘‘is the spur that the clear spirit 
doth raise.’’+—-Yours, ete..

TYRONE MAN RETURNED FOR 
TRIAL 

At a Special Court of Petty Sessions, held 
av Kesh, Co, Fermanagh, before Captain 
Gosselin, R.M., a young man, William 
Magee, a motor driver, belonging to Kilmore 
Irvine, Dramquin, was charged with com- 
mitting perjury at the Fermanagh Assizes on 
July 19 last. 

James Hanrahan, Clerk of the Crown and 
Peace for Co. Fermanagh, said that he was 
cor gs at the Co, Fermanagh Assizes on 
July 19 last when two brothers, Hugh and 
Patrick lynch, were charged before Mr, 
Justice Wilson with arson. The prisoner, 
William Magee, was a witness in the charge, 
and witness administered the oath to him. 

William Robinson, Main street, Kesh, a 
shop assistant, employed by Joseph 
M‘Gaughey, Castlederg, at his shop in 
Dernasesk, Co, Fermanagh, said that he was 
a witness for the prosecution at a Special 
Court in Kesh on Fane 7, when the Lynchs 
were charged with arson in the shop, and he 
heard the prisoner, William Magee, swear 
that Hugh Lynch was the last man to come 
downstairs before the fire was discovered, 
and that Lynch was upstairs a couple of 
times before the fire. On July 19 witness 
heard the prisoner, William Magee, swear at 
the Fermanagh Assizes in the same case that 
witness had asked him in Kesh to be sure 
and say that Hugh Lynch was the last man 
upstairs before the burning. 

When Magee swore this the judge recalled 
witness and asked him if he had told Magee 
to swear this, and witness replied “‘ No,”’ 

Witness also heard Magee swear that he 
did no see anyone going upstairs on the day 
of the burning, as he was lying on the 
straw in the kitchen. Witness was present 
in the shop on the day of the burning, and 
what Magee had sworn at the Petty Sessions 
was true; but what he swore at the. Assizes 
was false. 

The accused man, who reserved bis defence, 
was returned for trial to the next Fermanagh 
Assizes.

MEDICAL INSPECTOR'S 
WARNING. 

At Trim Urban Council monthly meeting 
yesterday, before Mr. T. L. Forde, the Com 
missioner conducting the Urban Council s 
affairs, the Minister for Local. Government 
forwarded extracts from the report. that he 
had reccived from Dr. McDonnell on his 
recent inspection of the sanitary administra- 
tion and circumstances of Trim, 

The Inspector states that the water supply 
is. inadequate, but a defective pumping 
apparatus renders the town liable to a short- 
aze at times. The reservoir has a capacity 
of 45,000 gallons. There are no filter beds, 
and new pumping machinery is required, 

‘The sewers are chiefly old rubble drains, 
and discharge the untreated sewage into the 
Boyne at four points. The people of Navan 
derive their drinking water supply from the 
Boyne, seven miles below Trim. This state 
of affairs constitutes a grave menace to the 
health of the people of Navan. One case of 
enteric outbreak might canse a serious 
epidemic at Navan.”

PROPOSED CREAMERY FOR 
ENNISCORTHY., 


At a meeting held in Enniscorthy, Mr. M. 
J. Jordan, T.D., presiding, it was decided to 
endeavour to have a central creamery estab- 
lished in the town, with auxiliaries in the 
surrounding districts. A committee was 
formed, and canvassers were authorised to 
interview farmers, with a view to getting 
signed guarantees for milk supply from 700 
cows within a five-mile radius of the town. 

Mr. Courtney pointed out the advantages 
of dairy farming at present and in the 
future, He instanced Chapel creamery, 
established in a tillage area a few years ago, 
and said that the farmers in. that area put 
the money they got for the barley into cows, 
and were well satisfied with the results.

TRIBUTE TO THE LATE 
MR, REGINALD DIGBY.

A correspondent writes — “ Reginald Digby, 
who passed away at Highwood, near 
Wimborne, last week, deserves to be remem- 
bered for the excellent work which he carried 
out for many years on the extensive estate of 
Lord Digby, in King’s County, in the cause 
of forestry in lreland. The woods which he 
planted and managed bear eloquent testimony 
to the judgment and skill which he brought 
to bear on what was always to him a labour 
of love, and they have been visited and in- 
spected by the best forestry authorities in 
Ireland, England and Scotland, who have 
never failed to be impressed by the knowledge 
and forethought shown by the man who had 
designed them and carried out their manage- 
ment. 

‘‘He began this work more than fifty years 
ago, when as a young man he came to Ireland 
to take over the agency and management of, 
the estates of his cousin, the then Lord 
Digby. After 1881, when Lord Digby, who 
till then had carried out various other im- 
provements on his estate, decided to con- 
centrate entirely in this respect on forestry, 
he entrusted the details to Reginald Digby, 
to whom he gave a wide discretion in the 
matter of planting and management, and who 
entered on the work with a zeal that never 
left him. He experimented in varieties and 
Situations, . 

‘As forestry is.a science which requires 
experience in execution, he had his failures; 
but they were few, and his successes were 
many. The most notable of these was, 
ee Clonad Wood, a few miles from 
‘ullamore, where his management, from that 
of the older timber in it to the rotation 
we of larch and Douglas fir, should 
ve seen to be appreciated. He had a very 
thorough knowledge of the varieties from 
which to select, and in consequence these 
woodlands always looked healthy and 
onan. When he began this work 
orestry was not much attended to, except on 
a few well-managed estates, in Ireland. He 
was a pioneer, and it is only of late years 
that the woods on the Digby estate have been 
visited by experts; but no one who has been 
in Clonad Wood will ever forget its natural 
beauty and the judgment shown in its lay-out 
and management. The other woods on the 
estate are more remote and less conspicuous, 
but all show like knowledge and skill, 

'“ As a young man, Reginald Digby was a 
great cricketer, who played first in the Har- 
row XI., and afterwards for three vears at 
Oxford, He married and came to Ireland 
almost at once on leaving Oxford, and so 
played little more cricket, but as a shot he 
was first-class, and many a good day did he 
have with the woodcock in his plantations. 
As these plantations grew older and bare 
underneath ‘cock did not come into them, 
but he had such a succession of woods 
scattered about the country that he was 
always able to manage about three days’ fresh 
ground when the ‘cock were in, and his bags 
for that part of Ireland were very good, on 
more than one occasion over 40 having been 
shot in a day. i 

“Of late years his health had broken down, 
and he had to leave Geashill, which was 
destroyed in the troubled times, to his great 
regret. Since 1922 he had lived in England, 
but he never failed to interest himself in the 
woods which he had loved so well, and he 
used to hope that, whatever happened, they 
would be cared for and appreciated. — This 
hope is shared by the writer, who knows 
them so well, and who trusts that they will 
always remain as a memorial of the man who 
planted them and loved them.”

BIG HAUL OF JEWELLERY. 


Jewellery valued at £4,500 was stolen from

OUTSPOKEN CRITICISMS, 


MERE “MATHEMATICAL 
MOONSHINE.”

Another storm in ecclesiastical circles in 
England has been created by the sermon on 
Transubstantiation preached by Dr. Barnes, 
the Bishop of Birmingham, on Thursday Jast. 
Well-known Churchmen were severe in their 
criticism of Dr. Barnes when asked for their 
views by a Press Association representative 
yesterday. 

Dr, Barnes said in his sermon ;—‘‘ There are 
among ourselves to-day men and women 
whose sacramental beliefs are not far 
from those of the cultured Hindu idolater. 
They pretend that a priest, using the right 
words and acts, can change a piece of bread 
go that within it there is the real presence of 
Christ. The idea is absurd, end can be dis- 

roved by experiment.,”’ 

THE REV. E. L. MACASSEY’S REPLY. 

“There is really nothing new in Dr, 
Barnes's seasonal outbursts on sacramentalism 
and idolatry,” said the Rev. E, L. Macassey, 
of St. Andrew's, Stoke Newington, “' Simeon 
Stylites invented this species of public protest 
by standing on one leg for thirty-seven years. 
He died of a cold in the head, and the great 
world merely viewed his sneers at his con- 
temporaries as the vagaries of an ecclesiasti- 
cally-minded crank. 

“ As one who is neither an Anglo-Catholic 
nor a Protestant extremist, I can confidently 
say that, though I know numbers of Anglo- 
Catholics and Roman Catholics, I do not 
know one whose views on the real presence 
are so crude and so materialistic as the Bishop 
of Birmingham alleges. 

“Dr. Barnes is a brilliant mathematician, 
and his theological difficulties are precisely 
those which arise from supposing that dogma 
can be dealt with as one deals with decimal 
dots. It is merely mathematical moonshine 
for Dr. Barnes to allege that the real presence 
is to be doubted because we cannot tell by 
looking at it whether the consecrated bread 
is so in fact. A theologian of the first rank, 
the late Dr. Francis Paget, once told us at 
Oxford: ‘The real presence is so real to me 
that, like Hooker, | am not interested in the 
manner how.’ In such a matter the views of 
science are of no more importance than are 
my views on the best way of making bath 
salts. 

“ Dr. Barnes states that the whole Service 
is the Sacrament. Precisely, most of us agree, 
but we would add that the Service gains its 
only significance from the Sacrament. There 
may be clergy in the Birmingham Diocese 
who, in sacramental matters, are magicians or 
mechanics, but, frankly, I doubt it. There 
are certainly none in the Diocese of London. 

“Plato and Socrates taught ‘ the enthusiasm 
for goodness’ urged by Dr. Barnes, but who 
would die to-day for Plato and Socrates? 
Men and women die daily for Him Who, in 
fulfilment of His promise that He would not 
leave us desolate, institutea the Sacrament 
of the Lord’s Supper in words which plain 
men will persist in believing mean what 
Christ said they meant.” 

THE REV. 8B. G. BOURCHIER,. 
“By his protest against the purely 
mechanical aspect of the sacramental change, 
[ think Bishop Barnes performs a real 
service,” said the Rev. Bb. G. Bourchier. ' At 
the same time, that there is an objective 
change in the elements. no one who is loyal 
to the Church of England can doubt. Whilst 
I agree with him that to localise God is not 
possible, yet experience teaches us that to 
pray before the reserved Sacrament does 
undoubtedly bring added strength. I think 
that the reserved Sacrament, against which he 
protests, 1s a tremendous source of strength. 
You cannot localise God in any way, but at 
the same time there is some mysterious 
presence imparted to these elements from 
which come strength and power.” 

ANGLO-CATHOLIC VIEWS. 

Anglo-Catholics at the Church Congress at 
Ipswich discussed the matter with some in- 
dignation. 

Canon M. R. Newbolt, of Chichester, one 
of yesterday's speakers at the Congress, said 
to a Press Association representative :—‘ Dr. 
Barnes can hardly appreciate the pain which 
he causes to many simple believers. There 
are plenty who scoff at the supernatural, but 
it seems hardly to fall within the province of 
a bishop.”’ 

A leading Anglo-Catholic. who is examining 
chaplain to one of the bishops, said ;—‘‘It is 
a pure caricature of Anglo-Catholic belief. 
As long as Dr. Barnes continues to amuse 
himself by misrepresenting the Anglo-Catholic 
position, I suppose this sort of thing will 
continue. I do not say that it is deliberate 
misrepresentation, but it is a grotesque mis- 
representation. For example, if he is reported 
correctly, no Catholic I ever heard of or even 
Roman Catholic, so far as I know, wouldssay 
that the priest, using the right words and 
acts, could change a piece of bread. The 
point is. that it is the power of the Holy 
Spirit—not the priest’s power. This was well 
stated by the Bishop of Southwell, in his 
sermon to the Congress on Tuesday, when he 
said :—‘ She (the Church) wavers not in her 
belief—resting both upon authority and ex- 
perience—in the real objective presence. The 
phrase is not happy, but I cannot coin a 
better one wherewith to express a truth—the 
real objective presence of the Lord Himself 
in the great Sacrament of the altar, when, as 
St. Ambrose puts it, the elements are trans- 
figured into the flesh and blood of the Lord.’ '' 

“TI wonder what a chemical analysis of the 
soul of Dr. Barnes would reveal?” was the 
comment of another Anglo-Catholic, 


A CONGREGATIONALIST. 

“ Substantially, quite in agreement with 
him,” said the Rev. G. Russell, Chairman- 
elect of the London Congregational Union, 
“ But I do not for a moment agree with Dr. 
Barnes that transsubstantiation can be dis- 
proved by experiment. I do not think that 
anything like that can be proved or dispoved 
by experiment. If such a thing could be dis- 
oroved by experiment, there would not be any 
Catholics in the world. I certainly feel with 
him that the English Channel is in danger ot 
breaking into pieces on the sacramental 
question, which is, of course, the fundamental 
question in the division between Catholicism 
and Protestantism. 

“The Catholic position is that the Sacra- 
ment has efficacy in itself, and, the Protestant 
position, that the efficacy depends on the 
mind and heart of the recipient. That is the 
situation in the Church of England at pre- 
sent. and, unless some means is found of 
healing it, it is bound to end in a smash-up. 

“I certainly agree that there are certain 
semi-magical beliefs which are being taught 
at the present time.” 

CANON HALDANE. 

Canon J. B. Haldane thought that Dr. 
Barnes’s reference to Hindu idolaters was 
“merely rude.” He did not agree that the 
Bishop's attitude was that of the mathe- 
matician. ‘I should say,” he added, “ that 
the best mathematicians would not take that 

int of view. I do not agree with Dr. 
iabest at all. He has, I think, overlooked 
a jot of other considerations that he might 
fiave thonght of. He has only put one side's 
point of view. In the Prayer Book the ques- 
tion: ‘ What is the inward part of the Sacra- 
ment? is asked and answered, but Dr, 
Barnes has overlooked or ignored that alto- 


gether.”’ 
A WESLEYAN VIEW, 

“I do not hold what is called the trans- 
substantiation view, but I very much depre- 
cate the language that the Bishop uses, 
said the Rev. Dinsdale Young, ex-President 
of the Wesleyan Conference. ‘‘I think that 
to apply the word ‘magical’ is almost 
irreverent, and J am sorry that he should 
speak in that way. I disagree with the 
Bishop’s general theology.’’ 


THE BISHOP OF WINCHESTER, 

Preaching at a special Service for members 
of the Manchester Royal Exchange at St. 
Ann’s Church, yesterday, the Bishop of Win- 
chester cnisiclaed Dr. Barnes's statement that 
in the Holy Communion the consecrated ele- 
ments underwent neither a spiritual nor 4 
change. “I have the utmost 


against superstition. ‘But the fact remains 
that St. Luke's words are coming true. Jesus 
Christ does, indeed, make himself known in 
the consecrated elements. In the breaking 
of the bread there is a Presence which is 
discerned by faith. It is mystical, but real 
and wonderful. In the rush of modern life 
we tend to forget spiritual matters.
